There is apparent in business cir­ 
cles some disappointment that the 
industrial rally which was quite no­ 
ticeable in August did not develop 
into a more pronounced movement 
in September. 
We think, however, 
all things considered, that the vol­ 
ume oi trade in recent months and 
the present trend in industry should 
be 
regarded 
as 
quite 
satisfactory. 
The falling off of production during 
the pAst six months has been for the 
most part in lines that were very 
active in the preceding six month. 
and 
which 
evidently 
had 
accumu­ 
lated a surplus oi goods. 
In some 
of these, notably iron and steel, pro­ 
ductive capacity has been increased 
rn the last ten years to such an ex­ 
tent that it need not be deemed dis­ 
couraging if it is not kept fully em­ 
ployed all the time. Coal-mining has 
been nitoriously over-developed and 
nothing but acute depression will 
ever give it normal activiy. 
The cotton goods industry has been 
affected by an unsettled state of the 
raw material market, which in turn 
has been due to small supplies and 
unusual dependence upon the grow­ 
ing crop. 
Notwithstanding the light 
production of goods in the last six 
months, goods have been plentiful 
enough to prevent pricc-advances and 
keep the industry on an unprofitable 
basis. 
Merchants have insisted that 
consumers would not pay the prices 
which manufacturers said they must 
have to cover their costs, and have 
refused to buy except in the most 
piece-mcal manner. 
With the price on the way down 
from 25 to 22 cents, the mills, par­ 
ticularly in the South, somewhat in­ 
creased their operations. The North­ 
ern mills have renewed their efforts 
to obtain wage-concessions, and the 
Amoskeag mibs 
have 
reached an 
amicable arrangement with their em­ 
ployes for a reduction of IO per 
cent. This company, one of the old­ 
est and largest in the industry, like 
many others, showed a loss on last 
year’s operations. 
Business has not been much bet­ 
ter in woolen and worsted goods than 
in cotton, and there is not so good 
an excuse to offer, for there has been 
no prospect of cheaper wool to hold 
off buyers. 
Trade has been slow’, 
although 
manufacturers 
have 
cut 
their margins to the quick, as indi­ 
cated by the action of the largest 
factor in the industry in passing the 
dividend on its common stock. Here, 
also, however, there is the consola­ 
tion that stocks of goods*have been 
diminishing and that a turn cannot 
be long delayed. 
The shoe industry has not been 
right for some time, but here there 
has been decided recovery. 
Wage 
concessions have been made recently 
in the principal Massachusetts cen­ 
ters and there is a general report 
of better business. 
These are the worst spots in in­ 
dustry, although copper and oil are en­ 
titled to mention when the roll of the 
depressed is called. 
Both are close to 
the lowest prices on record. 
In 
both cases, however, this is not so 
much due to lack of demand as to 
increased and apparently uncontrol­ 


lable production. 
The consumption 
oi copper in this country in the first 
six months of this year is said to 
have been no less than in the corre­ 
sponding period of last year. 
In the 
case of oil it is the old story oi sup­ 
plies accumulating beyond the ability 
of producers and middlemen to carry 
them. Experience in all lines teaches 
that the only cure for such a situa­ 
tion is to have prices drop to a point 
where part of the production be­ 
comes unprofitable. 
However, lower 
prices resulting irom a production 
which overruns normal demands is 
not a symptom of industrial depres­ 
sion. 
It is a notable fact that through­ 
out the past six months the volume 
of bauk clearings or debits has been 
running somewhat ahead of last year, 
and although the loadings of reve­ 
nue-freight 
have 
been 
under last 
year, the deficit has been largely in 
coal, and a few industries recognized 
as below normal 
Apparently industry on the whole 
has been better than holding its own, 
and the reports as to the movement 
of merchandise and prospects for 
trade are almost everywhere better 
Of course if these reports as to in­ 
creasing distribution are well-found­ 
ed, industry will inevitaoly be quick­ 
ened. 
Fundamental Considerations 
There is a tendency in judging the 
business situation by reports from 
individual industries to get so close 
to it that there is a lack of per­ 
spective and danger of not seeing 
the woods for the trees. 
While it 
is sometimes the case that the state 
of activity in given industries is 
dominated for the time being by con­ 
ditions within tl\em, as in the case 
of coal mining and cotton goods 
production 
in recent 
months, the 
most potential influences usually are 
of a general character, affecting all 
industries and causing reactions from 
each upon all the others. 
Local 
conditions, or conditions peculiar to 
particular industries, are usually tem­ 
porary, giving way lither to adjust­ 
ments within or to the influence of 
a rising general tide of prosperity. 
At the present time certain de­ 
velopments of great importance are 
to be noted which make for the in­ 
auguration of a period of general 
prosperity. 
A pronounced change 
for the better has come over the 
agricultural situation. 
The final es­ 
timates of all the crops are better 
than the early estimates. 
This is 
especially true of wheat, and the 
wheat-growing sections have been 
the ones that have suffered most in 
the depression since 1920. 
More­ 
over. owing to the smaller Canadian 
production and a light harvest in 
Europe, the increased yield in this 
country is accompanied by higher 
prices. 
The greatest drawback to stable 
industrial conditions in this country 
since 1920 has been the unbalanced 
relations between agriculture and the 
other industries, which has limited 
the ourchasing power of the largest 
single group of consumers. 
That 
situation is in the way of being very 
much mitigated if not wholly re­ 
lieved. 
Upon two previous occasions the 
recovery of agriculture from pro­ 
tracted periods of dcoression has 


marked the beginning of the most 
notable periods of prosperity this 
country ever experienced 
One of 
these occasions was in 16/7-76 when 
good crops and good prices turned 
iie toreign trade balance in our fa­ 
vor, assured the success of the gov­ 
ernment’s policy of specie resump­ 
tion on January I, 1879, and inaug­ 
urated the great period of railroad 
construction and industrial, develop­ 
ment from 1880 to* 1892. The other 
was in 1897-98, when good crops— 
particularly of wheat—and a recov­ 
ery’ of prices were the leading factor 
in lilting us out of the Bryan era 
of depression, and in inaugurating 
the wonderful decade of industrial 
development which began in 1898- 
99. 
The “come back” of agriculture 
upon these two occasions was fol­ 
lowed by periods of industrial growth 
which each in turn eclipsed any­ 
thing in the previous history of the 
country. 
We would emphasize that 
no previous experience had prepared 
even the most capable business men 
to anticipate the growth that was 
coming. 
Everybody who 
planned 
for the future underestimated its re­ 
quirements. 
The greatest obstacle, however, to 
the establishment of stable and pros­ 
perous conditions has been the un­ 
settled state of Europe, for there is 
reason to believe that it has been 
largely responsible for the agricul­ 
tural depression. 
And now w’c have 
the prospect that the improving con­ 
ditions in agriculture xviii be sup­ 
ported by the recovery of industry 
in Europe, and that the reviving in­ 
dustries of all countries by increas­ 
ing the purchasing-power of all pop­ 
ulations will supply each other with 
markets. 
The highest 
degree 
of 
prosperity is to be had when all 
countries are prosperous together, 
for a general revival. In our opinion 
and the conditions are now favorable 
the people who are thinking chiefly 
of the menace of reviving competi­ 
tion, are thinking of consumption as 
a fixed quantity, whereas consump­ 
tion is a highly variable quantity, 
depending altogether upon well-bal­ 
anced production. 
The only remaining economic con­ 
dition that would seem to be neces­ 
sary for the inauguration of a period 
of prosperity more notable than any 
in the past is an abundance of liq­ 
uid capital and credit, available to 
support enterprises in any and every 
direction in which development is 
needed. 
That requisite also is pres­ 
ent. 
Never has the business com­ 
munity been more amply equipped 
with 
financial 
resources, and the 
normal development of the past ten 
years has been held back by the war. 
The Cloud Over Business 
What occasion then is there for 
doubt or hesitation, and why does 
not business go forward with the 
confidence which seems to be war­ 
ranted? The most reasonable explan- 
tion is to he found in the inharmo­ 
nious relations that have been devel­ 
oping in the industrial organization. 
No matter what may be the size 
of an organization, from a football 
team to the all-inclusive industrial 
organization by which society sup­ 
plies its wants, it cannot achieve 
success or prosperity without team 
work. 
Instead of team-work in the 
social and industrial organization w’e 


have it split up into groups and 
blocs and factions, each so intent 
upon ad%*ancing its particular inter­ 
ests that it gives no thought to the 
common interests, which are of vast­ 
ly greater importance to all. 
The 
efficiency of the organization is enor* 
mously reduced by friction. 
Moreover, 
the 
point 
has 
been 
reached where general confidence in 
the stability, if not in 
the perma­ 
nency, of the existing order is im­ 
paired. 
With the growth of popu­ 
lation and the increase of special­ 
ization, 
the 
organization 
becomes 
more intricate, more delicately bal­ 
anced, more dependent upon mutual 
confidence and mutual loyalty, but 
increasingly 
subject to 
misunder­ 
standings, 
misrepresentations 
and 
spasmodic swings of public opinion. 
It is evident that the forces mak­ 
ing for disorganization and for the 
overthrow of the existing order of 
individual liberty and individual ini­ 
tiative have been gaining ground in 
recent years, and this year are mak­ 
ing a more formidable showing than 
they have been able to make hereto­ 
fore. 
This has been accomplished 
by a ceaseless campaign of misrep­ 
resentation and falsehood, until rep­ 
etition and reiteration have misled 
millions 
of 
honest 
and 
well-inten­ 
tioned people. 
It is true, as often 
cheerfully said, that the nation has been 
holding elections for 140 years and not 
been ruined by any of them down to 
this time, but even so it las had some 
serious experiences and narrow escapes; 
moreover, it has never faced so radical 
an attack upon its institutions as this 
which has been developing in recent 
years. 
Moreover, it the people who are 
making this attack believe the misrep­ 
resentations which their leaders utter 
it is difficult to see how they could fail 
to adopt the radical measures they ad­ 
vocate, in the event of their coming to 
power. 
That the radical movement has any 
char.ce of carrying the country this year 
nobody believes, but that there is a 
possibility of no electoral choice, w’hich 
would involve a protracted contest in 
the two houses of Congress with un­ 
certain results must be recognized. 
Moreover, it would be unfortunate to 
have this radical coalition become 
even the second party in numerical 
strength, because it would be a con­ 
stant drag upon progress and men­ 
ace to security. 
It is deplorable that an industry of 
such vital importance to the counry as 
the transportation industry’, should be 
made a target of attack in a Rational 
campaign, and even more extraordinary 
that its employes in large numbers, as 
represented by the officials of some of 
their organizations, should join in tho 
'Rack. 
It means the cultivation of an­ 
tagonism where in the interest of tile 
public service there should be coopera­ 
tion. The attack on the railroads, how­ 
ever, is only part of a general attack 
upon the private management and own­ 
ership of industry. 
These conditions are not favorable 
to industrial efficiency or progress, but 
arr depressing to the spirit of confi­ 
dence and enterprise which has been 
characteristic^ of all our great periods 
of development

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Coolidge Charged Veterans $250 for 
Memorial Day Address on Sabbath 


ON SUNDAY, MAY 27, 1923, THE SUNDAY PRECEDING MEMORIAL DAY, THE UNITED PATRIOTIC SOCIETIES OF BRIDGE­ 
PORT, CONNECTICUT, HELD JOINT MEMORIAL SERVICES AT WHICH CALVIN COOLIDGE, THEN VICE PRESIDENT, MADE 
THE PRINCIPAL ADDRESS. 
PARTICIPATING WERE VETERANS OF THE CIVIL, SP ANISH-AMERICAN AND WORLD WARS. 


Coolidge charged a fee of two hundred and 
fifty dollars and expenses which money was 
collected from veterans,' many of whom were 
wounded, crippled and disabled. This meet­ 
ing was vastly different from a meeting to 


which an admission is charged. 
Rev. Hal 
Thurman Kearns, chaplain of the American 
Legion at Bridgeport made the arrangements 


for Coolidge. 
He says “the vice president’s 
secretary wrote that Mr. Coolidge would have 
to have two hundred and fifty dollars and ex­ 
penses. 
I thought that pretty stiff considering 
the nature of the meeting, but we wanted the 
vice president and the committee agreed to 
pay it and I wrote closing the arrangement.” 


Arthur C. Bennet, treasurer of the society, 
a former major in the world war and now a 
business man in Bridgeport says, “As treas­ 


urer of the United Patriotic Societies I drew 
the check in Mr. Coolidge’s name for two hun­ 
dred and fifty dollars and handed it to him my­ 
self right after his speech. His expenses were 
handled separately.” 


Joseph J. Devine, a lawyer of Bridgeport, 
who was a lieutenant in the Seventeenth Field 
Artillery of the Second Division and who was 
permanently disabled in the right arm from 
wounds received at Chateau Thierry, and 
who was decorated for valor, says: “The the­ 
atre in which the memorial services were held 
was donated. The Catholic Choral Society 
gave the music free and the orchestra donated 
its services, but Vice President Coolidge 
charged a fee of two hundred and fifty dollars. 
I know this of my own personal knowledge be­ 
cause I was a member of the finance commit­ 
tee which agreed to the terms.”

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WOULD LEASE MUSCLE SHOALS TO 
PRIVATE INTERESTS. 


It may be taken for granted that if the 
republican party remains in control of 
the government, the greatest source of 
water power in the United States— Muscle 
Shoals— will be lost as a public resource, 
as an insurance policy against war by its 
capacity for turning out enough powder 
to blow up the world, and as assurance 
of agricultural prosperity by producing 
adequate quantities of fertilizer at low 
cost. 
This at least, is the opinion, based 
upon recent events, of well informed per­ 
sons interested in the success of agricul- 
F re and in national security. 
The chief of these incidents is the an­ 
nouncement of Secretary of W ar Y'eeks 
that he proposes to lease Muscle Shoals 
as soon as the power plants are complet­ 
ed, which will be quite soon. 
Secretary 
Weeks practically says to whom he will 
lease it in the statement that power will 
be made available 
to 
users 
“probably 
through existing power companies of the 
region.” 
Every man who has ever been 
in touch with the Muscle Shoals contro­ 
versy knows that this means a single com­ 
pany which has made strenuous efforts 
from the beginning to get control of the 
Shoals and whose proposal the farmers’ 
organizations have fought tooth and nail. 
The passing of Muscle Shoals into the 
hands of this 
concorn 
means 
that no 
power from the Shoals will be permitted 
for use in the manufacture of fertilizer. 
The fertilizer trust is closely allied wit ll! 
the power company to which Secretary 
Weeks practically says he will give the 
lease— and the fertilizer trust coulcj not 
continue to make big profits from its 
over-captalized plants if Muscle Shoals 
became a competitor. 
This power company has always re­ 
tained close connections with the “inside 
men” of the republican party organiza­ 
tion. 
A leading republican, formerly in 
the house of representatives, now con­ 
nected with the Coolidge campaign in the 
west; was its champion when the Muscle 
Shoals question first came before con­ 
gress. 
In the next congress, after he had 
lost his seat in the house, he appeared as 
the paid representative of the power com­ 
pany. 
Farm ers’ organizations resented 
this. 
Nevertheless, the one man who has 
admitted that President Coolidge has ask­ 
ed him to serve on the committee, of agri­ 
cultural inquiry tried to have this con­ 
gressman, 
who 
became 
a 
corporation 
agent, nominated 
for 
president at fhis 
year’s republican national convention. 
Secretary Weeks said in announcing his 
intention to lease the Shoals to “existing 
power companies of the region” that no 
step has been taken to present in any defi­ 
nite way President Coolidge’s suggestion 
that a commission be entrusfed with the 
duty of passing upon bids for leasing 
Muscle Shoals. 
President Coolidge it ap­ 
pears, habitually proposes to appoint com­ 
missions while the “practical men” in his 
administration proceed to dispose of pub­ 
lic properties to private interests on their 
own authority. 
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We have no hostile design toward any 


legitimate industry; we purpose no action 
that would tear down or destroy. But we 
are resolved that the laying and collecting 
of taxes shall remain a public and not a 
private business and that monopoly shall 
find no section of law behind which to 
hide itself.— John W. Davis. 


DAW ES SILENT ON LORIMER BANK. 
Republican vice presidential candidate 
Dawes continues to refuse answers to the 
questions touching his connection with the 
failure of “Billy” Lorimer’s La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings Bank in 1012, as the 
result of which hundreds of depositors 
lost their earnings. 
The supreme court of 
Illinois has held the Central Trust Com­ 
pany of Chicago, of whose board of direc­ 
tors Dawes is chairman, was liable for a 
part of the losses caused by the collapse 
of Lorimer’s bank.

A generation or more ago, when 
many of the sure-fire jokes that are 1 
bringing laughs today were young 
and beardless, the dressing room of 
Lew Dockstader, world-famous min­ 
strel, was one of the main founts 
from

flowed, and the big, jovial, rollicking 
comedian 
himself—laugh 
purveyor 
to the millions—was author as well 
as distributor of a goodly part. 
Dockstader's success was 
attrib­ 
uted chiefly 
to 
his knowledge

what the public wanted in the way, 
of amusement 
and 
his ability to 
meet the demand. 
In early life he 
became a student of the lighter side j 
of human nature .and for years kept 
a mental ledger in which his most 
Fiiccessfui 
quips were 
catalogued.! 
When he needed new 
material he;
